NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY

PETITION TO VACATE (All of the Streets and Dedicated Utility 
Easements.) 

TO: THE CITY PLAN COMMISSION 

CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA 


The undersigned petitioner, does hereby respectfully petition 
the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission to vacate the following public 
streets, and dedicated utility easement, within the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana hereby described as follows:

4. That no other person, firm, or corporation is interested 
in or affected by rhe requested vacation. 

5. That the maintenance of said streets is not necessary or 
advantegeous to the growth of the City of Fort Wayne, 
and that it would be to the best interest of the City 
and the citizens thereof. 

6. That the easements established for utility purposes 
are not necessary or advantegeous to the growth of the 
City of Fort Wayne. 


Your petitioner file this petition pursuant to the authority 
granted in Indiana Code, Section 36-7-4-512 in order to 
complete the vacation as above described. 

WHEREFORE, all letters in capitals, your petitioner 
pray that the above described streets and easements be vacated 
according to the provisions of the Indiana Law pertaining 
thereto.
